The dispatch 
indicates briefly that the Chinese 
represent th.tr an annual payment 
of $10,000,000 is the full extent of 
their power 'to pay on indemnity 
account. It will lake 30 years to die- i 
charge the debt at that rate, without; 
interest. Mr. Kockhill makes no 
mention of the subject of interest, 
nor dins he touch upon the 
mci.ns by which the money is to t>e 
roiled by China, or say who is to 
guarantee a loan necessary to be 
made. It appear* that the Chinese 
feel themselves obliged to submit to 
Hie powers in this question of n- 
demnity, as in all other things, and 
though roali/ing 'heir owu inability 
In 'i-Miiui* the indebtedness of 450,- 
i ii io.ooo ta.'ls, they feel obliged to 
make the elTort. Mr. Kockhill has 
In I'ti instructed to continue his ef- 
forts to secure an abatement of the 
total imli muity, but in the present 
disposition of the powers lit tie hope 
of success is entertained.

Hut bow few 
Christian people there are who under- 
stand how to fasten the truth, of Ood 
and religion to the soul, nf men! 

The archer, of olden time studied 
their art. They were very precise in 
the matter. The old hook, gave spe- 
eial directions a. to how an archer 
should go and a. to what an archer 
should do. He must .tand erect and 
Arm. his left foot a little in advance 
of the right foot. With his left hand 
he must take hold of the bow in tbe 
middle, and then wit h the three Angers 
and the thumb of hi. right hand he 
should lay hold the arrow and affix it 
to the string— »o precise wa. tbe di- 
rection given. Rut how clumsy we are 
about religiou. work! How little skill 
and care we exercise! How often our 
arrow, mis. the mark! I am glad that 
th. re are institutions established in 
many cities of ..ur land where men 
may learn the art of doing 
si adying spiritual archery and 
known a* "mighty hunter, before the 
Lord!" 

In the first place. If you want to be 
effectual in doing good you must be 
rery -nr.- of your weapon. There was 
MMBethlng very fascinating about the 
archery of olden times. Perhaps you 
do not know w hat they could do with 
the bo* and arrow. Why. the chief 
battles fought by the English Planta- 
gcnels were with the longbow. They 
Would take the arrow of polished wood 
and feather it with the pqtme of a 
bird, and then it would fly from tha 
bawatliag af plaited silk. The bloody 
Held- of Agincoiirt and Solway Moss 
and Neville's Cross heard the loud 
thrum of the archer's bowstring. 
Now. my Christian friends, we have a 
gslghttaf weapon than that. It is the 
arrow of tba (iospel; it is a sharp ar- 
row: it is u straight arrow; it is feath- 
er.'. I from the wing of the dove of 
(i. id's spirit ; it flies from a bow made 
put of the wood of the cross. It has 
brought down 400,000.000 of souls. 
I'aul knew how to bring the notch of 
that arrow on to the bowstring, and 
its whirr was heard through the Cor- 
inthian theater, and through the 
courtroom until the knee, of Felix 
knocked together. It was that arrow 
that |t Bah in Luther's hcurt when he 
fried out: "Oh, my sins! Oh, toy 
sins!" If It strike a man in the head, 
it kilU his skepticism; if it strike him 
in I he heel, it w ill turn his step; if it 
strike- him in the hcurt, he thruws up 
bis hands, as did one of oM when 
wounded in the battle, crying: "O 
(ialileun, thou liasl oonquered!"

Again, if you want to be skillful in 
spiritual archery you must hunt in 
unfrequented and --eluded places. 
Why doe* the hunter go three or 
four days In the Pennsylvania for- 
ests or over Hu.ptette lake into the 
wild- of the Adirotidacka? It la the 
only way to do. The deer are shy. 
and one "bong" of the gun eleara the 
forest . Pro.n the California stage 
you see, aa you go over the plains. 
MTB and there a coyote trotting 
along almost within range of the 
gun — sotm incs <|Uite within rBBgS 
of It. Xo one aarM for that. It is 
worthless. The good game is hidden 
and secluded. Kvery hunter knows 
that. So many nf the souls that will 
be of most worth for Christ and of 
moat value to the church are se- 
cluded. They do not come In our 
way. You will huve to go where they 
i are. Yonder they are dotvi 
cellar. Yonder they are uj 
garret —far away from the 
any church. The (iospel arrow haa 
l not been pointed at them. The tract 
distributor and the city missionary 
sometimes Just catch a glimpse of 
them, as a hunter through the trees 
gets a momentary sight of a par- 
tridge or roebuck. The trouble is we 
are waiting for the game to come to 
ua. We are not good huuters. We 
are standing on some street or road 
expecting that the timid antelope 
will come up and eat out of our hand. 
We are expecting that the prairie 
fowl will light on our church ateeple. 
It is not their habit. If the church 
should wait 10,000.000 of years for 
the world to come in and be saved. 
It will wait in vain. The world will 
not come. 

What the church wants now is to 
lift its feet from dama.k ottoman, 
and put them in the stirrups. The 
church wants not so many cushions 
aa it wants saddlebags and arrows. 
We have got to put aside the gown 
and the kid gloves and put on the 
hunting shirt. We want a pulpit on 
wheels. We have been Ashing so 
long in the brooks that run under 
the shadow of the church that the 
flsb know ua. and they avoid the 
hook and esc ape as soon as we come 
to the bank, while yonder is Tpper 
Saranar and Hig Hupper's lake, where 
the first swing of the (iospel net 
would break it for the multitude of 
the flshea. There is outside work to 
be done. What is it that 1 see in the 
backwoods? It is a tent. The hunt- 
era have made a clearing and camped 
out. What do they care if they have 
wet feet or if they have nothing but 
a pine branch for a pillow or for the 
northea-t .torm? If a moose In the 
darkness .tepa into the lake to drink, 
they hear it right away. If a loon 
cry in the midnight, they hear It. 
So in the service of God we hnve 
exposed work. We have got to namp 
out and rough It. We are putting all 
our care on the comparatively few 
people who go to church. Whnt are 
we doing for the millions who do 
not come? Have they no souls? Are 
they sinless that they need no par- 
don? Are there no dead in their 
houses that they need no comfor* ? 
Are they cut off from God to go into 
eternity, no wing to bear them, no 
light to cheer them, no welcome to 
greet them? I hear to-day surging 
up from the lower depth of our atttas 
a groan that comes through our 
Christian asaemblages and through 
our beautiful churches, and it blots 
out all thi. acene from my eyes to- 
day, as by the mists of a great Ni- 
agara, for the dash and the plunge 
of these great torrents of life drop- 
ping down into the futhomless and 
thundering abysm of suffering and 
woe. I sometimes think that just as 
God blotted out the churches of Thy- 
atira and Corinth and Laodicea be- 
cause of their sloth and stolidity he 
will blot out American nnd Knglish 
Christianity and raise on the ruin, a 
stalwart. wide-awnke missionary 
church that can take the full mean- 
ing of that command: "Go ye Into 
all the world and preach the Go»pel 
to everv creature. He that bclleveth 
and is baptized shall he saved, but 
he that belieteth not shall be damned" 
—a command, you see. punctuated 
with a throne of Heaven and a dun- 
geon of hall. 

I remark, further. If yon want to 
sueceed in spiritual archery you must 
hare courage. If the hunter stands 
with trembling hand or shoulder that 
flinches with fear. Instead of taking 
the catamount the catamount takes 
htm. What would become of the 
Qreenlander if when out hunting for 
the bear he should stand shivering 
with terror on an icelierg? What 
would have become of I)n Chuilln and 
LivlngBtoae In the African thicket 
with a faint heart and a weak knee? 
When a panther comes within 20 
paoea of you and ft has its eye on you 
and tt has squatted for the fenrful 
spring, "Steady there!" Courage, 0 
ye spiritual arehers! There are great 
monsters of Iniquity prowling all 
around about the community Shall 
we aot In the strength of Qai go 
forth and combat them? We not only 
need more heart, but more backbone. 
What Is the church of God that it 
should fear to look in the eye any 
transgression? mere is the Hen- 
pal tiger of drunkenness that prowls 

aai instead ol attacking it

In barrel* i, in vats, in spigots, 
in corkscrews, in gin pnlaccs with 
marble floors and Italian top tables 
and chnsed ice coolers, and In the 
strychnine and the logwood and the 
tartaric acid and tbe mix vomica thnt 
go to make up our "pure" AatarlOBfl 
drinks. I looked with wondering eye* 
on the "Heidelberg tun." It la the 
great liquor vnt of Germany, which U 
said to hold 800 hogsheads of win.-, 
and only three times in 100 years it 
has been tilled. Hut a. I stood and 
looked at it I said to myself: "That 
Is nothing SOO hogsheads. Why, our 
American vat hold- I0,"oii.inmi barrels 
of strong drinks and we keep MBJBM 
men with nothing to tio but to see 
that It is filled." 

Oh. to attuck the great monster of 
Intemperance nnd the kindred mon- 
sters of fraud and tlBflllianllBSaa re- 
quires you to nilly all your Christian 
courage. Through the press, through 
the pulpit, through the platform ton 
must atuuilt it. Would to God that 
all our American Christians would 
bund together, not for crack-brained 
f in. iti, ism, but for holy Christian re- 
form! I think it waa In 1793 that 
there went out from Lucknow, India, 
under the sovereign, the greatest 
hunting party that was ever project- 
ed. There were lo.ooo armed men in 
that hunting party. Th?re were cam- 
els and horses and elephants. On 
some princes rode, and royal ladies 
under exquisite housings, and 500 
coolies waited upon the train, and 
the desolate places of India were in- 
vaded by this excursion, and the rhi- 
noceros nnd deer and elephant fell 
under the stroke of the saber and 
bullet. After awhile the party 
brought back trophies worth 50.000 
rupees, hating left the wilderness of 
India ghastly with D. • slain bodies of 
wild beasts. Would to God that In- 
stead of here and there a straggler 
going out to fight these great mon- 
sters of iniquity in our country the 
millions of membership in our 
churches would band together and 
hew in twain these great crimes that 
make the land frightful with thalf 
roar and are fattening upon the 
bodies nnil -mils of immortal men! 
Who is ready for such a party a* 
that? Who will be a mighty hunter 
for the Lord? 

I remark, again, .f you want to be 
successful in spiritual archery you 
need not only to bring down game, 
but bring it in. I think one of tin- 
most beautiful pictures of Thortvnld- 
sen is his "Autumn." It represents % 
sportsman coming home und stand- 
ing under a grapevine. He has a 
staff over his shoulder, and on the 
other end of that staff are hung a 
rubbit und a brace of uini-. Kvery 
hunter brings home the game. Xo 
one would think nf bringing down u 
roebuck or whipping up a stream for 
trout and letting them lie in the 
woods. At eventide the camp is 
adorned with tne treasures of the 
forest— beak and tin and antler. 

If you go out to hunt for immortnl 
souls, not only bring them down un- 
der the arrow of the Gospel, but bftag 
them into the church of Qai, the 
grand home and encampment we have 
pitched this side the skies. Fetch 
them in; do not let them lie out in 
the open fleld. They need otiv 
prayers and sympathies and help 
That is the meaning of the church of 
God— help. O ye hunters for the 
Lord, not only bring down the game, 
but bring it In. 

If Mithridates liked hunting so well 
that for seven years he never went 
indoors, what enthusiasm ought we 
to have who are hunting for immor- 
tal souls! If Doasitiaa practiced arch- 
ery until he could stand a boy down 
in the llnmiin amphitheates with a 
hand out. the fingers spread apart, 
and then the king could shoot an a - 
row between the Angers without 
wounding them, to what drill and 
what practice ought we to subject 
ourselves in order to become spirit- 
ual archers and "mighty hunters be- 
fore the Lord!" But let me say yon 
will never work any better than you 
pray. The oka archers took the bow, 
put one end of it down beside the 
foot, elevated the other end, and it 
was the rule that the bow ahmild M 
just the si.se of the archer. If it were 
just his size, then he would go into 
the battle with confidence. Let me 
say that your power to project good 
in the world will correspond exactly 
to your own spirituul stature. In 
other words, the first thing In prep- 
aration for Christian work is person- 
al consecration. 

Oh, for a closer walk with nod. 

A calm aM lu iiv. nly frame, 
A light to ahlne upon the road 
That leads me to the Lamb! 

There is in a forest in tierinany a 
place they call the "deer leap" — two 
crags, about 1. yards apart; between 
them a fearful chasm.

and. after the juie«. has boiled twenty 
minutes, adding the sugar and leav 
ing it over the fire only until the su- 
gar is thoroughly dissolved.

The la«st jelly liag is made of new 
flannel. Take a square of flannel 
and fold it to make a double three 
cornered piece; sew up one side; 
this leaves a large o|H»niug by which 
to put in the fuiit. and the juice will 
all run to the paint, tie' weight of 
the fruit pressing it out Do not 
s.piis /e the bag. Very little juice 
can Is' gained iu that way ami what 
is will ls< of an inferior quality. It 
will not pay for the lalior. 

Currant and apple jellies arc the 
eas i st to make, us they are thf sur- 
est to Im» firm. Apple' juice will help 
to harden j" I lies that incline to Is* 
thin. .Much of the jellies in the unir 
ket is made fiom apple stock With 
flavoring of various kinds to justify 
the labels attached. It would be 
well if ii Jt hi u# more harmful was 
evi r used. 

A delicious rasplM>rry jellv may Is- 
made by using one <|iiatt of currants 
to a pint of rsspls-i rtes. Pick over 
the fruit, leaving currants on stem ' 
but taking out all h-sves Mash the 
curiHiit . and put tin iu over the lire 
to scald, then |M>ur them, hot, into 
the bag Take the juice that runs 
out at once ami pour over the rasp 
berries Scald this and put it into 
another bag. Let Ixith hang oxer 
night. In t he morning measure the 
juice, putting currant aud hMpbaffl 
together, and weigh i pound of Migar 
to each pint of juice. Boil the juice 
well In fore pulling the sugar in: it 
must IkuI tweuty minutes at least.
